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A FANATICAL teacher plotted a 
series of Islamic State-inspired 
attacks on Big Ben, the Queen’s 
Guard, and Westfield shopping cen¬ 
tre, saying “we are a death squad 
sent by Allah”, a court heard. 

Umar Haque, 25, allegedly 
enlisted the help and support of 
fellow extremists at his local east 
London mosque where he tried to 
groom children with role-play and 
extremist videos. 

He also showed pupils as young 
as 11 videos of beheadings in a 
bid to “foster and encourage” 
them into adopting his extreme 
ideology at the Islamic school 
where he worked, jurors heard. 

Haque became “fascinated” by 
last year’s Westminster Bridge 
attack and discussed bringing a 
reign of terror to London in secretly 
recorded chat, the Old Bailey heard. 

In a bugged conversation with 
one of his co-accused days after 
the March 22 attack, Haque 
allegedly said: “So what I want to 
personally is launch different 
attacks in all the different areas, 
one in Westminster, one in 
Stratford, one in Forest Gate., in 
so many different areas, yeah. 

“Immediately there’s one focus to 
all the police. Get off the streets. 
Civilians get off the streets. 


“We’re here to cause terror, my 
brother. We are a death squad sent 
by Allah and his messengers to 
avenge my Arab brothers’ blood...” 

Prosecutor Mark Heywood QC 
told jurors that in 2016 and early 
2017, Haque was set on carrying 
out one or more attacks with oth¬ 
ers on civilian and police targets. 

He said: “Umar Haque was fas¬ 
cinated by the warped and 
extreme ideology of Islamic State. 

“He had identified methods and 
targets. Those targets were numer¬ 
ous but included for example, the 
Queen’s Guard, the courts, 
Transport for London, Shia 
Muslims, Westfield, banks in the 
City of London, Heathrow, west 
London, Parliament, Big Ben, the 
English Defence League or Britain 
First, embassies, media stations.” 

Abuthaher Mamun, 19, 
Muhammad Abid, 27, and Nadeem 
Patel, 26, who knew Haque through 
the Ripple Road mosque in Barking, 
are accused of helping him. 

Mamun assisted with planning 
and set about raising money to 
fund it through trading in options, 

Abid was involved in “discus¬ 
sion and lower level of support 44 
while Patel agreed to provide a 
gun, jurors were told. 

In April 2016, Haque came to 


the attention of authorities when 
he tried to travel to Turkey from 
Heathrow, the court heard. 

His deadly plans were revealed 
in bugged conversations in Abid’s 
Volkswagen and home and 
Haque’s Ford Focus the following 
year, the court heard. 

Haque discussed his fears of a 
“snitch” and justification for killing 
civilians during a five-hour conver¬ 
sation with Abid in the wake of the 
Westminster Bridge attack. 

He allegedly discussed using a 
car, leaving bombs in a lift, and 
going for “a quick spin” around 
Westminster. 

On May 2 last year, talking in his 
car, Haque allegedly told Mamun 
that the day IS took Arabia would 
be like “winning the World Cup”. 

Mr Heywood told how Haque 
taught children aged between 11 
and 16 at the Lantern of 
Knowledge Islamic School in 
Leyton, between September 2015 
and September 2016. 

He showed his pupils images of 
guns, burning of passports and 
beheadings with a knife or sword 
to “encourage them into his mind¬ 
set”, Mr Heywood said. 

He and Mamum were also heav¬ 
ily involved in running the Ripple 
Road mosque where Haque 


assumed the role of “teacher”, 
jurors were told. 

In the months before his arrest in 
early 2017, he “manipulated” the 
vulnerable children, telling them 
he intended to die a martyr and IS 
was “good”, the court heard. 

He showed them “horrifying 44 
images, including one of a dead 
boy, saying they would meet the 
same fate if they did not “join 44 
and promise to become a martyr, 
the court heard. 

Haque allegedly made the chil¬ 
dren do “push-ups, races and grap¬ 
pling 44 and act out the roles of 
police and attackers in scenarios 
with weapons and a car bomb, 
while he shouted “Allahu Akbar”. 

The defendant swore the chil¬ 
dren to secrecy, Mr Heywood told 
jurors: “He said whatever they 
spoke about in the mosque must 
stay in the mosque. 44 

Haque and Mamun are jointly 
charged with preparing acts of ter¬ 
rorism between March 25 and 
May 18, 2017. 

Haque is further charged with 
preparing terrorist acts by leading 
exercises with children at the 
mosque and dissemination of ter¬ 
rorist publications at the Lantern 
of Knowledge school.

Loud and clear 


IAIN DUNCAN Smith MP has 
challenged the boroughs of 
Redbridge and Waltham Forest to 
improve support for deaf chil¬ 
dren. 

The MP for Chingford & 
Woodford Green attended an 
event in Parliament, hosted by the 
National Deaf Children’s Society 
on January 10, to learn how pre¬ 
school deaf children can benefit 
from radio aids technology. 

The technology can amplify 
speech and cut out background 
noise, helping deaf children 
hear their parents and teachers 
clearly, at an important stage of 
their linguistic development. 

Recent research from the 
National Deaf Children’s 
Society shows that they have 


significant benefits for deaf 
children and are key to increas¬ 
ing conversations between par¬ 
ents and deaf children under 
five in noisy environments. 

The study showed conversa¬ 
tions between parents and deaf 
children in a car - with the radio 
playing - increased by 144 per 
cent with the technology. 

Mr Duncan Smith said: “I was 
impressed when I used the tech¬ 
nology at the event reading a 
story to one of the children vis¬ 
iting from our constituency. As a 
result, I have now written to 
both Waltham Forest Council 
and Redbridge Council asking 
them to provide this life-chang¬ 
ing technology to pre-school 
deaf children in our area. 


“Sadly at present, Waltham 
Forest and Redbridge are two of 
the 54 per cent of councils in 
England who do not consistently 
provide deaf children in the early 
years with this transformational 
technology to use at home. 

“Yet with the Department for 
Education making funding 
available for this through the 
Special Provision Capital Fund, 
local authorities can fund this 
vital technology. 

“With more than 550 deaf 
children across our boroughs, 
funding radio aids will positive¬ 
ly impact many deaf children 
locally, allowing them to thrive, 
acquire language at a faster rate, 
and to help them achieve just as 
well as their hearing friends.” 


Terror gang trial

Abid is accused of having information about Haque’s plans 
and Patel is charged with plotting with Haque to possess a 
firearm or imitation firearm. 

The defendants have denied the charges. 

However, Haque has admitted charges of collection of 
terrorist information and dissemination of a terrorist pub¬ 
lication at the mosque. 

Patel has admitted to possessing a prohibited weapon. 

In May last year, Mamun allegedly agreed with Haque to 
raise funds to pay for “guns and cars“. 

Mr Heywood told jurors that between May 5 and 15 last year, 
he invested £918 through online options trading outlets. 

All four defendants were arrested on May 17 last year. 
When Haque was stopped, police seized his phone, which 
had recordings of IS leader Abu Bakr al-Baghdadi on it. 

Inside Haque’s Ford Focus, police uncovered a large 
sharp-tipped kitchen knife, the court heard. 

In a search of his home, officers found a collection of IS 
propaganda and links to YouTube videos on how to make 
explosive devices on a memory stick. 

Officers also found a notebook containing a list with refer¬ 
ence to the “benefits of martyrdom 44 . Items on the next page 
included buying weapons and a van, the court heard. 

In a search of Patel’s home, police found a Walther P99 pis¬ 
tol and a carbon dioxide powered pistol. 

In police interview, Haque said he was a loyal follower of 
IS and regarded running someone over in a car as “a drop in 
the ocean”. 

Haque, of Manor Park, and Mamun, of Barking, both deny 
preparation of terrorist acts between March 25 and May 18 
last year. Haque denies a further count of preparation of ter¬ 
rorist acts, for allegedly leading exercises in physical training 
and role play at the Ripple Road mosque. 

He also denies one count of dissemination of terrorist 
publications, for showing videos at the school between 
July 2015 and February 2016. 

Abid, of Newham, denies one count of failing to disclose 
information about acts of terrorism. 

Haque and Patel, of Forest Gate, both deny one count of 
conspiracy to possess a firearm. 

Haque has admitted one count of dissemination of ter¬ 
rorist publications and charges of collection of informa¬ 
tion, while Patel has pleaded guilty to one count of pos¬ 
session of a firearm. 

The trial, which is due to go on for six weeks, continues.

Policing merger 
under fire after 
crime rate soars 


A COUNCILLOR has 
claimed the tri-borough polic¬ 
ing merger is “not fit for pur¬ 
pose” after burglaries and rob¬ 
beries increased three-fold 
since it was introduced. 

Police have been forced to 
launch a special operation to 
combat the sharp rise, since 
police teams for Havering, 
Redbridge and Barking and 
Dagenham were merged. 

The pilot merger policing 
model, dubbed the East Area 
Basic Command Unit, was 
launched in April 2017. 

Since then, said the 
Metropolitan Police Service, 
burglaries and robberies 
across the three boroughs have 
risen by 300 per cent. 

Operation Mexico will 
deploy a unit of specialist offi¬ 
cers to focus on burglary and 
robbery offences. 

Havering councillor Graham 
Williamson, said: “I think it is 
another sign that the tri-bor- 
ough merger is not fit for pur¬ 
pose. 

“While I am pleased they are 
putting together a team to 
combat it, if there is a systemic 


reason for the rise, then maybe 
it is the merger that should be 
dropped.” 

Last year the tri-borough 
scheme was criticised by 
Havering Council leader, 
Roger Ramsey. 

Cllr Ramsey questioned 
whether the pilot should con¬ 
tinue after reports emerged of 
police failing to meet targets 
for response times. 

In September of last year the 
Yellow Advertiser reported the 
police’s average response time 
to significant incidents in 
Havering was six hours 24 
minutes. 

The Met Police target is for 
90 per cent of these calls to be 
reached within 60 minutes. 

In October, Detective Chief 
Superintendent Jason 

Gwillim, commander of the 
tri-borough unit, admitted to 
the YA it had been difficult and 
conceded that the scale of the 
fall in response time perfor¬ 
mance was not anticipated. 

He said response times 
would be one of the force’s 
responsibilities moving for¬ 
ward. 


Two senior officers - Mr 
Gwillim and Detective 
Superintendent Neil 

Matthews - formally 
announced Operation Mexico 
last week. 

At the launch, Mr Gwillim 
said he believed that the East 
Area merger was going well. 

He said: “There are some 
performance indicators which 
show we are doing better in 
some areas than pre-merger. 

“The East Area are now 
focusing on a different way of 
working and thinking, to be 
more coordinated, proactive 
and responsive in our methods 
of policing. Taking a more 
holistic approach to reducing 
crime and aiming to ‘turn the 
tap off earlier’ by preventing 
victims from becoming vic¬ 
tims in the first place.” 

Mr Matthews said: 
“Operation Mexico is a way of 
using resources more intelli¬ 
gently to tackle these crimes.” 

He also encouraged mem¬ 
bers of the public to come for¬ 
ward with any information 
that may assist the police in 
bringing offenders to justice.

“Dreams can certainly 
become a reality and a 
development like this can 


only improve their chances 
of achieving their goals.” 

Construction costs will be 
split, Barking and 
Dagenham Council will pay 
half, and the Jack Petchey 
Foundation and the Queen’s 
Trust both contributing 
£1.5m each. 

Mr Mindenhall said: “We 
always tell people that Youth 
Zones offer young people 


somewhere to go, something 
to do and someone to talk to 
but they are so much more 
than that.” 

Young people aged eight to 
19, and those up to 25 with 
additional needs, will pay 
just 50p per visit and £5 for 
an annual membership. 

The Youth Zone will cost 
£lm per year to run with 
charity OnSide committed to 


raising that, with most of the 
money coming from private 
and philanthropic contribu¬ 
tions. 

Cllr Rodwell said: “This 
has been a long time coming 
for our young people and 
will be the best facility for 
them to use in Barking and 
Dagenham. It shows we are 
investing in them and that 
must continue.”

A FOUR-YEAR-OLD girl found in 
Spain after going missing with her 
schizophrenic mother has returned 
to England. 

Elliana Shand was at the centre of 
private family court litigation when 
she disappeared from her east 
London home with Jessica 
Richards, after social services staff 


at Barking and Dagenham Council 
raised concerns about her care. 

A judge in the Family Division of 
the High Court heard on Friday that 
Elliana had been found safe and 
well with her mother in Spain by 
police and is back in the country. 

She will stay with her paternal 
grandparents in the Wembley area.

Tottenham Hotspur 4 Everton 0 

Brian Jeeves reporting from 
Wembley Stadium 

MAURICIO Pochettino was 
delighted with his Spurs side after 
they eased to a 4-0 Premier 
League victory over Everton at the 
weekend. 

Harry Kane bagged a brace, 
becoming Spurs’ all-time record 
Premier League goalscorer, while 
Heung-Min Son and Christian 
Eriksen were also on target as the 
North Londoners kept in touch 
with the top four with a scintillat¬ 
ing display. 

Everton arrived in the capital 
without a win in six. Boss Sam 
Allardyce included new £27million 
striker Cenk Tosun following his 
move from Turkish outfit Besiktas - 
a player the Toffees chief labelled 
the best in Europe at the price. 

Nevertheless, it was Spurs who 
were very much on the front-foot 
from the off. Son glanced over 
Eriksen’s fizzing dead-ball, while 
Serge Aurier continued to trouble 
the visitors from the right flank. 

Wayne Rooney scuffed wide as 
Everton looked to stem the early 
tide and offer a threat on the 
counter. 

Then only an assistant’s flag 
denied Rooney an opening goal, 
the former England man nodding 


past Hugo Lloris after Gylfi 
Sigurdsson’s corner had been 
knocked on. 

In response, Kane swiftly tested 
Toffees keeper Jordan Pickford on 
three occasions in a matter of min¬ 
utes as Spurs looked for a break¬ 
through. 

And soon after it came. Son 
arrived to sweep home from close 
range, after Aurier had fashioned 
the opening with a low cross from 
the right. 

Kane had been largely thwarted 
throughout the opening half. But 
two minutes after the restart, he 
equalled Teddy Sheringham’s haul 
and doubled Spurs’ advantage. 

Son drove in from the left, leav¬ 
ing him with the simplest of 
opportunities from close range. 

Pickford produced an unortho¬ 
dox stop to deny Kane his second 
of the afternoon with a speculative 
strike from distance. Then, Son 
went even closer, but his vicious 
left-footed attempt cannoned back 
off the foot of a post. 

But Spurs now had the bit 
between their teeth as Kane took 
the club’s Premier League record 
for himself after arriving 
unmarked to meet Eric Dier’s pin¬ 
point centre with an untidy, but 
nonetheless effective finish. 

Pickford denied Son and Dele Alii 
in quick succession as Spurs threat¬ 
ened to run riot. But the home side 


was playing some irresistible foot¬ 
ball, and with time running out 
Eriksen fired in after Alii had 
flicked on, giving Spurs their fourth 
of the afternoon. 

In truth, Spurs have played bet¬ 
ter this season. However, this lat¬ 
est victory maintained their four- 
point advantage over rivals 
Arsenal and kept them on the cusp 
of the Champions League places. 

Speaking after the match, 
Pochettino said: “I’m very happy. 
The performance was amazing. I 
think the effort and the way that 
we played was very good. 

“I’m so happy because it’s three 
points that give us the belief and the 
confidence and of course the posi¬ 
tion in the table that is so close to 
Chelsea, Liverpool and Manchester 
United and the possibility to fight 
for a place in the top four. That is 
our challenge and our target.” 

Spurs have now lost just one of 
their last 11 league matches, and 
the Spurs chief was particularly 
pleased with the way his side had 
bounced back after that defeat, at 
the hands of runaway leaders 
Manchester City five games ago. 

“It’s true that Manchester City 
are keeping their consistency and 
level during six or seven months 
and they’re doing so well. If you 
want to win big things like the 
Premier League or Champions 
League that is our challenge.” 


He also complimented Kane, who 
continues to break records at an 
alarming rate, adding: “He’s fantas¬ 
tic. He deserves all the credit and a 
lot of praise.” 

Meanwhile, frustrated Everton 
boss Allardyce said: “It’s a shock 
second-half performance. I saw 
some of the good sides of the play¬ 
ers last week against Liverpool 
and I saw some of the worst sides 
of the players second half today, 
which is massively worrying in 
terms of how can a performance 
become so bad in a short period of 
time?”

Mary’s Stadium to face 
Southampton (4pm).
